NATURALIZATION. 



A Bill liiis just passed tbe Giiuadian 
parliament whicli has a special bearing 
on the naturalization of German sub- 
jects. In introducing tbo Bill in tbe 
Senate Sir A. Cami-uhll exiilained its 
provisions to bo as follows: — '• Tlim 
German government will hereafter re- 
co.ijnize letters of naturalization grant- 
ed in Canada ui)On the terms which are 
mentioned in this bill and form one of 
the clauses. Naturalization in the past 
in Canada has followed upon a tlircs 
years' residence, and this is jireserved 
in the bill. Persona will become nat- 
uralized for all purposes and rights in 
Canada, such as voting or being elected, 
after three years' residence. But if they 
desire to return to .the country of tlif'ir 
birthjthen they become naturalized only 
after such residence hero as tbe laws of 
that country require, which, as regards 
Germany, is live years. .So thai a Ger- 
man citizen, to acquire full naturaliza- 
tion as a British subject, not only here, 
but in the country of his birth, would 
require to live in Canada tire years, 
but, for all purposes in this country, 
he will become naturalized in three 
years. Tiie provisions of the bill are 
for the mosc part the same as those 
that obtain in this country and in Eng- 
land. We consider it a matter of very 
great moment to follow the laws of 
IJngland as far as we can with refer- 
ence to a subject on which we require, 
in order to give elfectual force to our 
legislation, the co operation and a'gis of 
the Government of the empire to com- 
pletely carry it out, and therefore wo 
desire, as far as possible, that, our legis- 
lation should run with the legislation 
of tbe mother country upon this sub- 
ject." Hereafter a German citizen 
naturalized in Canada may visit Ger-. 
many without any fear of being retain 
ed for militarj' service ; of course it be- 
• ing necessary to obtain tlie requisite 
certilicates under the Act. Our laws 
and those of the Uniteil States being 
now equalized in this rcs[)cut, one of 
the advantages of the United States in 
the matter of German immigration will 
be removcd,and the J/ffi7tliinks that Ca- 
nada will have a better opportunity of 
obtaining her share ot the stream which 
flows outward from Germany as fast as 
the Government of tha* empire will 
permit. 

TIIE CAISSON. 

Can it be possible that the govern- 
ment are about to repeat the folly 
with respect to the pumping machinery 
by ordering the caisson for the drydock 
frora England ? Are our local manu- 
facturers to enjoy nono of the benefits 
that should flow from tbo expenditure 
of money on tlrydock account 
in our midst? Already wo have seen 
$60,000 of the drydook subsidy sfjcnt 
in tbe purchase of Engli.sli machinery 
that might have been manufm-tured at 
any one of several local iron works, 
and now we are told tliat it is proposed 
to build a caisson in Englaiul and send 
it out in sections to Esquimalt, there to 
be put together for service. The first 
cost of the caisson in England will be 
about SlO.OOO; ,?f),000 will be neces 
sary to pay freight to this jiort; and on 
top of that there will he 25 per cent, 
(or $10,000) to pay in customs duty on 
the first cost. If the iron plates neces- 
sary for the purpose are iinportetl in 
the rough the duty will be only ten pt i' 
cent, and the freight will be less 
than §1000. Consequently, taking 
into consideration the rate of 
wages in Victoria over tiiat which 
prevails in England, the caisson, if 
made here, would coat the province no 
more than if it were imported ready 
made, while local mechanics, producers 
and merchants would be benefitted by 
the direct expenditure of .?56,000 
amjngst them. Tiiis matter is worthv 
tbe attention of the legislature. Late 
as it is in the session there ought to be 
a distinct expression of opinion on the 
point before the members separate. 
What is the good of a National Pol- 
icy if its benefits are not to be en- 
joyed by Britisli Columbians] And 
should the English manufacturers reap 
nearly all tho advantages that How 
from the construction of the drydook 
at Esquimalt 1 

THE LAST DlTCir. 

The members of the executive have 
been appointed to prepare a petition 
to the Queen on the subject of the vio- 
lated railway compact. They will pro- 
bably report to day. There is an im- 
portant omission to which wo wish to 
draw the attention of the o.xecutivo. 
In the resolutions as passed by the 
House no alternative proposition ap- 
pears: therefore, should the prayer 
fail to secure a satisfactory answer — 
should the Imperial government de- 
clare that they cannot force the do- 
minion to kncp faith with Bi'itish Col- 
umbia, what will follow I There is 
not the slightest, intimation in the 
resolutions as to the course tho House 
will be prepared to take in the event 
of failure. There is tho .simple appeal 
to Her Majesty and nothing more. 
Now, if tho House and government 
were in earnest in the matter; if they 
really meant business— they would 
have made provision for every eventu- 
ality, so that in case of failure they 
might ask that the province be released 
from the bond of union. The House 
is not unlike the urchin who removes 
his clothes with great alacrity and 
who, approaching tho bank of a river, 
puts his toes in the stream and, finding 
the. water,] exceedingly cold, .dresses 
again ' and goes home without having 
had a bath. The members reached the 
bank of the secession river on Monday. 
They doffed their garments and pre- 
pared to tako tho plungej but on tho 
very brink they turned back and 



donned their clothes again. The peti- 
tion, to bo efl'ective, must ask for per- 
mission to dissolve the co-partnership 
should the construction ot the l8lan(l 

railway not be conceded. 



Curious Industries in Now York, 

In the course of inquiries instituted 
in New York by the suporiutondent of 
tho census, some singular industries 
have been brought to liglit. In New 
York City and Brooklyn about 3,000,- 
000 pairs of old shoes are thrown away 
every year. Old shoes used to bo 
plentiful in the gutters in some parts, 
but they are now scarce. They are 
picked up and used, it apjieara, for three 
purposes. All those not completely 
worn out are patched, greased, kc, and 
sold to men who deal in such wares. 
Some persons wear one shoe much 
more that the other, and the dealers 
find mates for the less worn shoes. The 
shoes not worth patching are cut into 
pieces; the good bits are used for patch- 
ing other shoc.i, and the worthless bits 
are converted into Jamaica rum, by a 
process known only to the manufactur- 
ers. It is said they are boiled in pure 
spirits and allowed to stand for a few- 
weeks, and that the product for surpas- 
ses Jamaica rum made in tho ordinary 
way. A miiuufacturor of tomato catsup, 
who gave the value of his manu- 
factured product at $18,000 and that 
of his raw material as nothing,, stated 
that every year lie sonds clean tubs to 
tho wholesale houses that can tomatoes, 
with the understanding that the women 
who trim and peel shall throw tbo skins 
and parings into those tub.s. Every 
day tho tubs are removed, their con- 
tents ground up, fermented, flavored, 
and sold as tomato cat-sup. Another 
strange and certainly pernicious busi- 
ness is tho manufacturo on a largo scalo 
of cheap candies from white earth or 
term alba nii.Tced with a little sugar or 
glucose. Sometimes 75 per cent, of 
candy is composed of this earth. What 
is called a fino brand of Castile soap is 
composed chiefly of the same white 
earth and grease. Once more, a consi- 
derable bu.siiie88 ia done in finishing in 
Now \'"ork foreign goods imported in 
an unfinished condition. Thus heavy 
duties arc .saved, though tbe articlcfi aro 
sold as imported goods.

I\[ri BenneU said tmnists would be af- 
fected b}' the tax, whicli n\ay be c(^llected 
from passengers on a steamer. 

Mr. Walkoni -'rourists are not resi- 
dents. 

Mr. Smitho thought it would bu better 
to run tho risk of taxing tourists than to 
run tho risk of not ta.xing Chinese. The 
clause had bettor pass as read. 

Mr. lieavcn did not think it was i|uito 
right for persons to pay. school ta.\ at the ago 
of 18 and still bo deprived of voting till 
tho ago of 21. This objection might bo 
obviated by giving males of the age of 18 
the privilego of voting next session just 
before a general election. 

!Mr. Ferguson remarked that it would 
bo impussiiile to got at the Cliinamon till 
the Dominion Clovornmont gave the House 
power to put on a discriminating tax upon 
them. The age of 21 was in his opinion 
young enough for persons to be taxed. 

Mr. Wilson remarked that some in- 
dividuals were taxed and had no right of 
franchise while otliors votod and were not 
taxed at all. Uo preferred the age of 18 
on account of getting at the Chinamen as 
they all appeared to he young and would 
evade tho tax on this pretext. 

Mr. Walkem did not agree with tho 
lion, the member for \'ictoria on tho 
(juestion of residency; and instanced tho 
case of Major Humphreys who died intes- 
tftto in this city a few years ago and about 
whose property a lawsuit occurred. .-Vny 
person living in tho country for over two 
months should contribute sonietliing to 
tho revenue. 

Amendment lost and clause passed with- 
out amendment. 

Clause 2 p.assed. 

Clause 3 was put and declared carried 
by the chairman. < - ■ - ■ '. . 

Mr. Ash-rosp^nd.said;that,j£,the chair- 
man had declared tlie clause carried ho 
had committed a, breach of privilege. If 
such was the case lie woidd sit down with- 
out saying anytiiing more. 

Mr. Bennett also wished to inako a 
few remarks on tho clause in question, 
He was entirely with the government in 



their efforts to collect taxes. The China- 
men should bo made to i)ay, but lie differ- 
ed with iho government in making dis- 
tinctions between Ohinamon and tran- 
sitory visitors. 

Blr. Walkem assorted that it was tlic 
intention of the government to collect 
taxes. Tho hon. member for Yale who 
liad just spoken would be one of tlib first 
to vote censure upon tho government if 
taxes wore not collected. 

Mr. .\sli had always been opposed to a 
collector stopping a man in tho highway 
and demanding taxes. The bill, he be- 
lieved, would bo disiillowed oven if it 
passed tho House. 

After considerablo discussion in which 
Jfessrs. W. Brown, Ash, Drunimond and 
Helgosen took part, tiio clause passed and 
tho bill was rep.irtod complete. To bo road 
a third time Wednesday.

Tho Northijrost Coast. 

The steamer Otter, Capt. iVIcCulhieh, 
returned from Fort Wrangel yesterday 
afternoon. Sho experienced bad weatlior 
up and down the coast ; heavy storms of 
sleet, snow, rain and wind raging contin- 
ually. The steamer was detained at 
Wrangel from .Sunday morning till Mon- 
day at noon, before she could get away. 
Touched at Simpson, Skeona, Naas and 
Iiiverno.ss and Alert Bay. There were 
very few men at Wrangel, nearly all hav- 
ing departed for Takou and Cassiar. Tho 
steamship California had gi5ne on to Takou 
witli hunber. 

Dr, N. F. Foster, who has visited 
Wrangel, returned by tho Otter, Ho 
found Stickeon river frozen. There had 
been no commimication with the interior 
since Humphreys and Sylvester camo out j 
and, conscepiontly, there was no later 
news. Tho season has boon stormy all 
along the Nurtlieriieoast. Se\'eri! snuthea.Ht 
winds and heavy rains had prevailed. 
Mr. 0. C. Brodio, for aoveral years pur- 
ser of tho steamer Cassiar, was very ill 
at Wrangel and not expected to recover. 

iMr. Duncan from tl'.o Motlakatlath 
Mission reports matters moving along 
about as usual and the natives steadily 
l)rogressing in their knowledge of civiliz- 
ed pursuits. At the fisheries of Port Es- 
sington and Inverness preparations wore 
being mado for putting up an increased 
ipianity of fish. 

Oi'T OK DANdHit.— Tho many friends (jf 
Mr. Fred. Allat will be pleased to learn 
that ho is now, comparatively speaking, 
out of tlanger. After remaining for se- 
veral days in a state of somi-unc(mseiou8- 
ness tho brain early this week rocovorcd 
its normal condition, and many hours of 
refreshing sleep have removed a load of 
anxiety from the minds of his I'elativos 
and medical attendant. His skull proved 
not to ho injured and it was severe cnn- 
cussion of tho brain from tho heavy blow 
that kept him unconscious for such a 
length of time. 

Aroi.oulZKl). — -Mr. McIv(!nzio teiiden.'d 
a full and ample writi.en apology to Mr. 
Smithe yesterday for his breach of tho 
privileges of tho House. Mr. Smitho ac- 
cepted tho apology and further luoceed- 
ings wore at once closed. Tho govern- 
ment are to bo complimented upon tho 
prompt and decisive steps which they 
adopted to prnt.eot tho privilfigns of mem-

On the -Ith in.vt., Mr, DeCosmos asked 
whether it was jirojiosed to repeal all the 
provisions of tho Customs law respecting 
drawbacks and to introduce entirely new 
provisions, 

Mr. Bowell replied in the negative. 

Mr. DeCosmos called attention to tho 
canned fish export trade, M-liich had at- 
tained large proportions, and it was im- 
portant that provision should bo made for 
returning actual duties paid on thu tin 
used in canning fish. Nearly one-sixth of 
tho total exports of fisli from the Domin- 
ion was mado \.i[t of canned fish, and tho 
value of tho lish exports for tho fiscal 
year 1870 S0 was .^G, 575, 000, out of which 
§1,221,0-111 represented canned fish. He 
mentioned tho fact that 2,,S43 men were 
employed in tho canneries of British Co- 
lumbia, and [lointcd out the great and 
growing importance of tho fisheries. Ob- 
jection was taken both in Nova Scotia 
and British Columbia to tho payment of 
specific drawback on the tin used in cann- 
ing fish. Tho amount was lilc. ,butin 
1878 it was advanced to uOc. per box of 
tin. This was moro liberal, but was not 
satiafactory to tho trade. It could not be 
tiiidorstood why the actual duties paid on 
tin so used were not repaid to canneries, 
as was the case undor tho Mackenzie gov- 
ernment. Tho present system wiu'ked in 
the interest of tlio roveiiuo, but was un- 
just to eanners, who received back less 
than the duties which the}' paid, except 
in the case of those wlio Imiiortod at a 
less specific rate. Ho held that drawback 
should bu placed, not on tho specific, but 
on an ad vtthmn basis. Only 313 draw- 
backs had boon paid at eleven Custom 
Houses, and consequently it appeared to 
him that the ei intention of the govern- 
ment that it would occasion too much 
trouble to ascertain the exact amount of 
dutv [I'liil could not be sustained. 

Mr., Macdonald (Kings, P. E. 1.) .dv 
sorved that he could not see why export- 
ers .should not receive back from tho gov- 
ornmont tho actual ainoiml of Iho duties 
paiil. 

j\lr. .\nglin hedd the. same (i|iinioii. 

Mr. ISowuU replied that tlie govorn- 
mont would i;ivo nvory attention to the 
argument of tho hon. member for Victoria, 
B. C. But the hon. gentleman seemed to 
think that tho full (tmuunt of duty ])aid 
on this tin had been retained by i)revious 
governments. In Hie past , however, the 
tlrawbaek was paid oii tin alone, and no 
other princiiile had been recognized as far 
as ho could ascertain. Tlio American 
govornmont, which had paid great atten- 
tion to this matter, was not even as lib- 
eral as thia government, and he had great 
doubts whether canneis would receive on 
the whole any more undor tho ml iyi'o/vdi 
than under tlio specific sj'stom. Ho couhl 
plainly seo, however, that tho fiuctuations 
in tho price of tin would bo attended with 
a difference in tho amount of duty paid, 
A specific duty had been . fixed to avoid 
tho great difficulties attending tho calcu- 
lations which would be rendered neces- 
sary if tho matter were placed on an ud 
raldtyiii basis. When they reached the 
hon. gentleman's motion regarding draw- 
backs, ho believed he would bo able to 
show, even to tho satisfaction of tho hon. 
gentleman, that tho department had acted 
correctly in not allowing tho drawbacks 
which had been claimed on boiler [date 
and boiler tubing. 

Mr. Paterson (Brant) urged that tho 
[lolicy of tho government ])ointod to tho 
extinguishment of our exports of manufac- 
tured goods to foreign countries. 

Mr. Howell denied that his inferonco 
was correct, and jjointed out that undor 
the late government no drawb.ack was 
paid to our manufacturers, who were in a 
far better position since tho adoption of a 
protective .system with drawbacks than 
was the case previously. Drawb.acks were 
only allowed on raw materials. Other- 
wise — for instance, in tho case of sewing 
machines— tho parts could be imported 
from the States, put together, and then 
exported, a drawback to the amount of 
the duty lieing paid claimed. 

Mr. Paterson (Br.ant) hold that tho 
duty paid, say on pig iron, should be 
returned when exported in a manufactured 
stato. 

Mr. Bowell — It is now paid. 

Mr. Paterson (F-irant) But the manu- 
facturer to whom I refer has not got it. 

:\rr. Bowell— Then it is his fault, 

1'Iie resolutions were passed through 
ccjinmitteo; and a bill based thereon in- 
troduced.

Petition '^AgainBt - a. Obief Justice. 

In the Comiuoiis on the 4th of March 
Mr. Royal presented a iietitiou from 
Mr. Henry J. Clarke, Q. C, and three 
other persons respecting tho conduct of 
Chief Justice Wood, of the Court of tho 
Queen's Bench, Manitoba. It represents 
that it "is and Itas been for years past 
characterized by sprioiis misconduct and 
injustice, and by act.s of a nature to com- 
pletely destroy all cuntulence in him as 
a judge of the Court of Queen's Bench of 
suitors and all other classes of nooplo." 
Tho charges preferred aro ; — 

1. That he did doliboratoly, in a most 
illegal und unjust umnrier, in the caso uf 
the Queen rs. Louis Riol el al, without 
tho knowledge or consont of the clerk of 
tho Crown, or of the Crown, or of tho 
defendant's counsel, alter and change the 
tlatcs of certain dneumei;!:; .-iiul records of 
the court. 

2. That connected with the trial of Le- 
pino et. al. , in October, 1874, ho illegally 
and ■ corruptly caused to bo selected 
from the petit jury list such French half- 
breods as wore known to lio tho declared 
enemies of Lopiiio ;ind tho others who 
wore to be tried for imirder, and tho re- 
sult was a conviction, 

3. That ho is "so notoriously partial, 
dishonest and unjust in his judgments 
and docisions that suitors know and fool 
that their rights are not safe, and tho 
people of j\Iaiiitoba have no coiitidonco in 
or respect for his judgnionta or decisions, 
and have lost all conlidence and respect 
for tho administration of justice in tho 
]>roviuco. " 

4. That ho is in tho habit of introduc- 
ing local and Dominion politics into liis 
chargos to grand jurors, and of taking an 
active jiart in politics, local and Domin- 
ion, and dill so moro conspicuously than 
usual during the last local election at 
Winnipeg, when in a barber's shop, in the 
|)rcseiieo of a number of i)ooplo, he made 
a most violent attack on the character of 
one of the candidates. 

5. That in his cliargu lo tho uraiid jur\' 
at tho spring assizes of I.S8U ho declared 
that ho had no coiitidenco in tho oath of 
tho French native population of tho pro- 
vince, and as tin result n large and im- 
portant class i){ the population of tho [iro- 
viueo of Manitoba have lost all eonfidoneo 
in his impartiality. 

li. That as the result of tho chief jus- 
tice's jiarliality ill favoring certain mem- 
bers of tho bar, some (jf thorn Ijeiiig his 
own iie:ii' i-ehitions, many litigants have 
been <jljligeil in self-dofeiioo to aliaiuloii 
their own attorneys, and have folt com- 
pelled to employ tho menibors of the bar 
favored by the cliiel justice, 

7. That he is ill tho habit of receiving 
at his own private house in WimiiiioLr 
persons who go to him for his legal opin- 
ion and advice in matters atFecting tlioir 
interests. 

8. That he is in tho constant habit of 
using the most abusive language towards 
both suitors and mombcrs of tho bar in 
open court and in chambers, and of dis- 
playing such uncontrollable infirmities of 
temper and bursts of passion whilst act- 
ing as judge, to tho disgust of all parties 
who aro so unfortunate as to bo coinpell- 
od to submit to his abuse, insults and in- 
justice. 

9. That he is in the habit of taking the 

unsworn statements of persons on tho 
streets, or at his private residence, in 
proforcnco to tho sworn witnesses in coui t. 

.Several cases aro enumerated in which 
it is charged that the chief justice was 
guilty of gross injustice. It is pointed out 
that ho lias heretofore lieoii charged by 
tho goA'crnmont of Manitoba with degrad- 
ing tho administration of justice by his 
unseemly conduct and gross exhibitions 
of intenijioraneo wliilii fni circuit. The 
uotitioners conclude by ]u'ayiiig that the 
House Avill take the petition into favora- 
ble consideration, "and deal therewith in 
conformity to law antl in jn.-<tice and the 
intorosts of the pure adiiiinistraiion of 
justici; and of the [Uiblic ai.'rviee."

To Till-; KiJiTOli: -In noticing tho 
question of granite rcv.')H-i .samlstone,

After the fortunate discovery by the 
local coutractorHof their splendid gran- 
ite quarry and their very reasonable 
offer wliich even iu the most favored 
countries for cheap labor (if that is a 
blessing?) would bo considered u mere 
bagatelle for the iidvantagca secured, 
looking on tho one iiand, at the latitude 
the government have in the contract, 
and the restrictions binding the con 
tractors on the other, T fail to see why 
the chief commissioner does not at once 
cloBO with their offer. Is he ambitious 
of the questionable honor, if tho dock 
is constructed of tlio coinpresBsd beach 
sand, called freestone here, of having 
it named at no distant day Walkem's 
Folly? There is another oonBideration 
which is deserving of its due weight: 
Shall wo as British Columbians, after 
getting the appropriations from the Im- 
perial and Dominion governments, play 
the part of Mrn. Nip Cheese and for the 
sake of a few thousand aurplu.s dollars 
to be .squabbled over, for some road 
loading nowhere, or some bridge over 
which iiotliing will wend except an oc- 
casional siwash caynsc — shall we sliow 
a niggardly and sellish policy resulting 
in a very inferior piece oii work Avhen 
by the advocated cxpcndituro we could 
have one second to none in the world? 
I think it stands us in liand to bestir 
ourselves in this matter. I am con- 
vinced that the more this .subject is 
ventilated tho more will the public see 
that the contractniH lire nfferiiig, in fact, 
too reasonable terms under tho circura-

To Tin: Editdk: -1 have the plea 
sure of reading your Journal, altliougli 
not that of being acquainted with you, 
and from my opinion of i(s content.s 
believe you will be dispo.scil to give mo 
a chanco to explain myself. 

Since my arrival in this Province 1 
have expended some moiipy in i>rospect- 
ing, and .so far, as 1 believe, have been 
successful. 1 have reliable as.sav.s to 
prove that the lodge I have oijoned will 
iiay. I am willing antl able (through 
my friends) to assure the government for 
the Cariboo Mining Co. as to the lia 
bilities of their mill. For .such 1 have 
made an application both to the com 
pany and to the go\-ernment and have 
been refused. 

Thu mill i.s hero idle' and will be so. 
The coin[)any will not work it, aa tliev 
have not yet .suniei(>nl ly developed 
their mines. They will not let the 
mill bo worked or used. 

Has the government a right to grant 
615,000 to a comiKuiy who will not do 
tlioir utmost cH'ort.s to use their privi- 
leges ? I refer you to the Act giving 
this mill. 

In conclusion, I wish to say that 1 
do not biamo the ( lariboo (.'oin]>any, an 
tliey are trying lo make something for 
llieinsplvos.

jNIontueal, March ■!. — A peculiar 
case is before the courts hero at pre- 
sent. Dr. W. IL Haromoml, of tliis 
city, asks separation as to bod and 
l^oartl from a woman named .Vnnic 
CJrace Power, of ^liniieapoiis, ^limi,, 
whom he married in that eitv. He 
claims that since the llr.st week of their 
marringc, on the 14 th of .laiiuary last, 
sho has inllicted upon him all kinds of 
outrage, ill usage, and grievo"us insults, 
beating and striking him in tho most 
bruUil iinuiiioi, nnd keeping iiiin iu 
perpetual fear of liiK life. They agreed 
to separate, and ilefe'iidaiit took away 
all the furniture, etc., and sold it, 
although the plaintifl' was paying her 
board at the ti'me, and then persisted in 
licrsecuting him, visiting him against 
their agreement, abusing him in tho 
]ircsenco of strangers, and calling him a 
drunkard and an opium eater, and de- 
stroying all chances of success in 
his practicd botli in Minnea- 
polis and Montreal, to which city sho 
followed him. PlainHfl" then took rof- 
ugti in his motlicr'.s house in tiiis city, 
wdiero defendant followed him and be- 
haved ill such a rough nnd unbearable 
inaiiiior that lie was obliged to have 
his meals in hi.s own room for fear of 
scandal, foul-dealing or danger to his 
life. On the (itli of .luly .she beat him 
bnil.ully, and on tlie l.'Hli of Septem- 
ber she inllicted a wound on his head, 
which left plaiiUiir unable to show him- 
self for many day.s. .\t the same time 
she complained that this would not bo 
the last treatment of the kind ho would 
receive from her. Sineethen jilaintiiriins 
not resided with her, but she has con- 
tinued to liar.'iss and waylay him and 
threaten his life. The wife maintains 
that sho is sincerely and devotedly at- 
tached to hor husband and ho to her, 
but that the hatred now shown to her 
in tho ]ircscnt action has been inspired 
by his mother antl two sisters, who 
have taken advantage of hi.s passion 
for strong liquors and opium 
and of his enfeebled and dejected 
mind, to poison bis feeling to 
wards defendant, to slander her, and 
throw suspicion on her sincerity and fidel- 
ity to him. That loss th.an two months 
after their marriage plaintilf began to 
abandon himself to strong drink and 
opium as ho had done before his marriage, 
although not then known to defendant 
that he degraded himself by the abuse of 
liquor and morphine, under which ho lost 
all consciousness. He repeatedly had 
(li:liiittm tixmiHL^, and had been picked up 
by the police in the streets of St. Paul 
and Minneapolis, and carried by them 
sometimes to his homo and sometimes to 
prison. 

Tho testimony given by Mrs, Ham- 
mond, Sr., a lady 75 years old, in tho 
case, vv,-is very strong against her son's 
wife, as also was that of both his sisters. 
Dr. Hammond's wife, whom he complains 
of, is a determined-looking, wiry woman, 
not unpleasant looking, lithe as a panther 
apparently, and possessed of groatstrength. 
Judge Papineau is tho presiding judge. 

In spite of all the warnings about 
signing papers for strangers, a Lucan 
farmer came near being victimized 
latelv. He gave a travelling agent an 
order for a single article, but after a few 
days another agent belonging to tho 
same firm came along and demanded 
his note for an amount forty times 
greater than the original order. He 
refused, of course, and becoming annoy- 
ed at the threats of tho agent, took u]) 
a spade and gav; him a tremendous 
blow on the side of the head. The 
agent fle.l, leaving order and note be- 
hind him. The farmer then discovered 
that the original order had been 
changed, and the word "forty" substi- 
tuted for "one." Others were similarly 
victimized. Tho agent certainly de- 
scrvo.s credit for his courage in ven- 
turing agnino of thia kind in Biddulph.

A MILLIONAIRE'S SdlOSBL. 

Tho Curious Sivorsioa of the Ovnxox 
of tlio Qroat Cornwall Estate- 

Leiia.non- (Pii.,) Feb. 17. — Few of 
the visitors to the great Cornwall 
estate in this country receive invilationa 
to inspect the work-room of tho young 
millionain.-, Robert Coleman. Mr. 
(.lolenian tlestroyed a palace half built 
when his young bride died, a year ago, 
and her embalmed body was brought 
from Paris to be entombed in a niau- 
solouni hore, in the shape of an Episco 
pal cathedral, that cost a quarter of a 
million 

Since the ileath of the young bride, 
the grief-stricken widower has paicl 
much attention to machinery and en- 
gineering. He had a builtling erected 
containing a single large room, with 
high ceiling and frescoed walls. A 
circular roadway, with a double line of 
steel tracks, extends around the room. 
Patent safety switches, electric cross- 
ing signals, safety frogs and the latest 
methods of fastening rails aro in use on 
this playhouse railway. The total 
length of track isabout 150 feet, double 
trajk and two sidings. At one end is 
a roundhouse, with turn-tables that 
operate automatically. Tliree minia- 
ture locomotives are employed. Every 
pieco of mechanism, every rod, bolt, 
screw, lover, spring, tire, cock, pipe and 
pumj) arc on these locomotives. Tho 
boiler jackets, rods and driver.s nre 
nickle-plated, and some of the bright 
work is silver-plated J the cabs aro of 
solid walnut, and the boilers proper 
and the fire-boxes arc of wrought steel. 
The tender.'; arc of copper, and their 
\\ater supply is taken by. scoops from 
vats oi\ the roadway while',' the. locomo- 
tives are in motion. 

The locomotives are abiut four feet 
in length, including the tender, and are 
models of beauty. They are of English 
design, so far aa high driving wheels 
concorned;otliorwise, they arc advanced 
American mochanical ideas, and have 
many original appliances of Mr. Cole- 
man's invention. 

Tho locomotives are fired up and set 
in motion, .\round tho tracks they go, 
while tho millionaire owner watches the 
movements of tho miniature machinery, 
lloura aro thus passed; all .sorts of e.x- 
periments are tried; high speed and low 
speed are compared to determine the 
comparative eflect of friction. 

To develop his railroad ideas, Mr. 
Coleman has determinod to build and 
equip a road extending from the Corn- 
wall estate to the Pennsylvania TJail- 
road, a distance of about twenty miles. 
In all probability this road, for its size, 
will be one of the best aquippeti in the 
country. It will carry the iron from 
the Cornwall furuacea to market over a 
shorter route than is now iu use.

The DirectorB in making thoir Anini.il Report havo to inform tho Subscribora 
that during tho pn.st your thoy hiivi' siicncpdi^d in purchaainp; a plot of land of 5 acroa 
immediately fidjoining tliu Ho.spitnl, fm- tho purpose of erecting an Asylum for Con- 
valesconts in connection with tlio Hospit.il. Tho Governraont have voted a sum of 
money for the erection of the necess.iry buildings; but before tho works could bo 
Gommencod the Govcrnineut required tlie land to bo convoyed to the Crown, which 
has been done. The coming spring will, it is hoped, ace this most necessary adjunct 
to the institutions of tho Province comploted. 

The Directors regret thiit the House of Assembly have passed a rosohition coni- 
eletcly reversing tho policy under which the Hospital has been for so many years 
not unsuccessfully managed; hitherto tho Government have boon content with hav- 
ing two Directors uii tho Board, and as a rule these Government Directors have been 
active and useful mombora, and have fully answered the purposes for which they were 
placed on the Board. 

The other Directors are the nominees of tho Subscribers. The proposed change 
will be detrimental to tho interests of those for whom a hospital is supported. The 
attention necessary to details takes up a great deal of tiino, and to supposo that work 
which is now performed efficiently by eight gcntloinon will bo equally as well por- 
forraod by four is supposing too nuich, and tho inevitable result will bo a recurrence 
-to tho worst evils of tho past. Tho interest which the public now take in tho insti- 
tution fltill, it is foarod, graatly lessen, and tho active and friondly assistance given by 
many will hardly bo extended to a purely Government institution. 

■ The Directors have ugaiu to iixpress their thanks to Messrs. Dunamuir and tho 
Vancouver Coal Company for donatitniH of coal and to various charitable societies and 
individuals who have gencron.sly contributud to tho support of tho institution. 

The atFairs of the Hospital Jiavo boon ucoiioinically managed, as will bo soon by 
tho amount of stifTerings relieved and the Tretisurer's account of the ozpondituro. 

In-closing this report tho Directors regret that tho oI»nge introduced by the 
Government will prevent them again offering their services, and from tho applications 
which have been received for a return of sub.scriptions and tho opinions expressed of 
the change, they fear that the cloHing of one of tho most useful institutions of the 
Province will ultimately be tho result. 

There yet remains to bo considered tho question of the ownership of the pro- 
perty and the terms on which it was devoted to its present u»o, and how far the pre- 
gont changes will alTect it.
